With Pull-tab

Play by peeling apart the five
tabs located on the back of the
ticket. Three symbols are
printed under each tab. Check
all five tab areas. If three
consecutive symbols printed
vertically or diagonally
under any of the tabs match
identically any of the winning
combinations shown on the ticket front,
the player wins the corresponding prize. The
arrow connecting the symbols indicates you are a winner.

Attorney General Warns of
Several Lottery Scams

[This advisory was released by the Iowa Attorney General’s
Office in April in response to complaints about lottery scams.]

The odds are very good that you’ve received a message by mail
or e-mail that you’ve won thousands or even millions of dollars in
one of the big foreign lotteries, such as Spain’s “El Gordo” lottery, or
the Netherlands Lottery. The odds are even better it’s a fraud
designed to trick you into sending money that you’ll never see again,
or to drain your bank account. It IS a fraud—don’t send any money.

Thousands of Iowans are receiving urgent messages like this.
“To Award Winner: Final notice to claim award of $5,500,000 in cash.”
They say you’ve won a prize in one of the big foreign lotteries -
lotteries that DO exist, but are used
by con-artists to fool people. They
say you must send $1,800 at once
(for example) for processing fees,
or bank costs or taxes. (They
won’t let you subtract the fee from
your millions.) They often ask you
to provide your bank account
number. They urge you to keep
your “award” secret for a while.

It’s a scam. You’re not a winner. You lose the $1,800. They may
drain your bank account. And you get even more phony e-mail or
mail or calls—you’re on a “sucker list.”

International crooks run these scams. It’s yet another “advance-
fee” scheme that deceives people into sending money for some
reason (like Nigeria scams.) International lottery schemes must work,
because more and more Iowans are receiving such lottery “prize
notices,” especially with the advent of free e-mail from anywhere in
the world.

•  Beware of any notice that you’ve won a lottery. Don’t be fooled
by an explanation that you won even though you never entered
(“your e-mail address was selected in a random drawing”), and don’t
be fooled by names of real lotteries. (“El Gordo” is the real Spanish
lottery—“The Fat One”—but prize notices are phony.)

•  Keep your bank account and credit card information to
yourself.

•  Don’t pay to PLAY a foreign lottery. (Telemarketers sometimes
call from Canada, urging you to pay to play.) It’s a scam—and it’s
illegal for you to play anyway.

•  Report lottery scams. You can forward international lottery
scam e-mails to the Federal Trade Commission at uce@ftc.gov. Send
regular mail to your postmaster. If you’ve been cheated, contact the
Iowa Attorney General’s Office.

She
purchased her ticket at Drug Town,
510 E. 6th St. in Muscatine.

Sivedge said she plays the
Cash Game every week, and has
the computer pick her numbers.
The computer won’t be deciding
how she spends her money,
however!

“Right now I’m going to pay
off my vehicle, and we’re going to
get the house paid off,” she said.
“And sit on the rest.”

Well, there might be one
exception: “[My daughter] wants a flat-screen computer, so
we’ll probably have to pick up one of those,” she said.

Robert K. Even of Dubuque was the third eastern Iowan
to win the top prize in the $100,000 Cash Game recently.

Even purchased his winning ticket at Big 10 Mart, 2100
JFK Road in Dubuque.
